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KENTUCKY’S NEED. 

HE Kentucky Association, through Thomas 

S. Scott, its vice-president and general man- 
ager, has announced that there will be no race 
meeting under its auspices at Lexington next 
autumn, and that the Breeders’ Futurity will be 
decided over the course of the Latonia Jockey 
Club. Col. M. J. Winn, president of the American 
Turf Association and executive director of 
Churchill Downs, Inc., has stated that it is for 
the directors of the American Turf Association, 
at a meeting to be held, probably this week, at 
Latonia, to decide whether there will be an 
autumn meeting at Churchill Downs, Louisville. 
Rumor has it that the directors very likely will 
decide to abandon the meeting . 


It is further stated that discussions of officers 
of the American Turf Association and members 
of the State Racing Commission disclose a dis- 
position to open the autumn season at Latonia 
on Saturday, October 3, and race 31 days, closing 
on Saturday, November 7. 


If the Latonia meeting closes on that date, C. 
Barry Shannon, manager of Idle Hour Stock 
Farm, representing Col. E. R. Bradley, has said 
that the fourth annual Orphans’ Day racing at 
Idle Hour Farm will be held on Armistice Day, 
November 11. 

The week of November 9 to 14 at Lexington 
will be devoted to the annual meeting of the 
National Foxhunters’ Association and, as part 
of the program of that meeting, there will be 
steeplechasing over a new course of three miles 
to be erected by Edward and Joseph Madden on 
Hamburg Place. 

E. J. Tranter, president “of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company and owner of the Lexington Sales Pad- 
dock, has stated that his annual sales of Thor- 
oughbreds at Lexington will be held the week 
after the close of the Kentucky racing season. 

It would be to the benefit of breeders and others 
who will make consignments to those sales to 
have them during the week of November 9 to 14, 
since there would be many more persons inter- 
ested in horses assembled at Lexington at that 
time than perhaps would be in the city later in 
the month. 

It is regrettable that conditions are such as 
to cause the owners of the Lexington and Louis- 


ville plants to feel that they qannot successfully 
have race meetings during the coming autumn, 
and, while we are not disposed to censure them 
for it, we cannot refrain from calling attention 
of readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE to the fact that 
failure of leading figures in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, now the American Turf Association, 
to accept counsel from some who believe in 
racing for the sake of the sport rather more © 
than for dividends to stockholders is largely re- 
sponsible for their present predicament. 


When the country was shouting loudly against 
practices of the Messrs. Cella, Adler and Tilles, 
and Kentuckians were wanting them out of Ken- 
tucky, E. F. Simms, master of Xalapa Farm, and 
a number of other leading breeders and sports- 
men entered into an underwriting to buy the 
Latonia and Douglas Park plants, and it was a 
part of the underwriting that dividends to stock- 
holders would be limited to 8 per cent per annum, 
all other earnings to go into betterments and 
reserve funds for stakes and purses in lean 
years. 


When the Louisville group, the then owners of 
Churchill Downs, augmented by certain brokers 
and financiers, came into the picture, that writ- 
ing became a mere scrap of paper. It was junked 
entirely. Not all of the underwriters wanted in 
with the Louisville crowd, and several of them 
remained out. 


It is history how the Kentucky Jockey Club, 
having purchased the Latonia track, the site of a 
proposed track at Covington, the two tracks at 
Louisville and the track at Lexington, made 
money hand over fist and lavished it on its 
stockholders and employees, many of whom were 
purely political. 

It is history how, during the administration of 
Governor Edwin P. Morrow, the daily license tax 
for race meetings was raised from $500 per day 
at Latonia and Louisville and $200 per day at 
Lexington to $2,500 per day for all tracks oper- 
ating under license from the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission. 

The Kentucky Jockey Club heads were advised 
to use their influence in the Legislature against 
this measure, but they not only did not heed the 
advice, but rather encouraged the passage of 
the amendment. It was stated at the time that

it would never make any difference, since the 
tracks were all in one interest and they were 
making plenty of money, or words to that effect. 

The Kentucky Jockey Club heads were accused 
of having actually proposed the measure with a 
view toward discouragement of track building at 
other points. This they denied. 

It is history how Dade Park and Raceland were 
built, and how they both went to the wall under 
the burden of $2,500 per day tax. It is also 
history how the Kentucky Jockey Club heads suc- 
cessfully fought an effort made at the first Legis- 
lature under Governor Sampson’s administration 
to have passed a law imposing a license tax of 
1 per cent on the daily turnover in the pari- 
mutuel pools at the Kentucky tracks. 


That was a fair proposal. Just how fair it was 
is well illustrated in the fact that Florida’s law, 
recently adopted over Governor Doyle E. Carl- 
ton’s veto, provides for such a tax of 3 per cent. 
_ The track handling more money pays the State 
more and the track handling less money pays the 
State less. 


This bill, had it been permitted to become a 
law, would have saved Raceland and Lexington 
could have shown profits instead of loss. It would 
have made it easier for James C. Ellis to operate 
Dade Park, which he bought at the foreclosure 
sale at a very low price and since has personally 
maintained. 


In the absence of financial reports of the 
affairs of the American Turf Association, we, 
of course, cannot discuss the state of the Ameri- 
can Turf Association, but we have no hesitancy 
in saying again that it was a mistaken policy 
under which the Kentucky Jockey Club broad- 
ened its field of activities into Illinois and be- 
came the American Turf Association. 

The heads of the American Turf Association 
then were accused of taking money earned in 
Kentucky to build and buy plants in Illinois. This 
may or may not have been true, but it would not 
have been charged and would not now be repeated 
had the organizations been kept distinctive. 


The stock of the American Turf Association 
has been quoted on the Louisville market as low 
as $5 per share, perhaps lower, and last week was 
quoted at $7.50, the par value being $25. 


It appears that the time has come when, for 
the salvation of the sport and maintenance of the 
prestige of Kentucky as the home of the Thor- 
oughbred horse industry in America, the racing 
should pass into control of sportsmen who will 
think in terms of the horse, the sport and the 
welfare of the breeding industry, rather than in 
terms of dividends to be paid to stockholders. 

The heads of the American Turf Association, 
it is plain to be seen, have made a mess of mat- 
ters in Kentucky. They have controlled the 
State Racing Commission, and under this control 
that arm of the State government has not func-

tioned as many sportsmen of the State want it 
to function—-for the welfare of racing and pro- 
tection of the breeding industry, rather than for 
the financial interests of a group of individuals. 

As regards the State Racing Commission to 
be appointed by Governor Flem D. Sampson's 
successor, THE BLOOD-HORSE has previously ex- 
pressed its views and has offered a plan under 
which a better commission could be obtained. 
That plan is to have the breeders and owners 
of Thoroughbred horses meet and name their 
choices for the five seats and present them to 
the Democratic and Republican candidates for 
governor with the understanding that the suc- 
cessful candidate will not go outside the list for 
his appointees. 

We suggested that a list of six names (three 
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Democrats and three Republican) be selected and 
submitted. The suggestion has since come to 
us from an attorney at Louisville that the list to 
be submitted should be 21, after the fashion of 
the selection of the State Fish and Game Com- 
mission. 

We are not wedded to the idea of having the 
number remain at six. What we want for the 
future is a Racing Commission made up of men 
who do their own thinking; think for the welfare 
of racing and breeding; think as true sportsmen 
think, and who do not take orders from any 
individual or group of individuals. 

We believe that William H. Harrison, Mayor 
of Louisville, who last week received the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor, has no relation- 
ships, ties or alliances that would prevent his 
naming an uncontrolled commission, but we have 
no such notion about Judge Ruby Laffoon, the 
Democratic candidate. We believe he can be ex- 
pected to name a racing commission to suit the 
American Turf Association, regardless of the 
views of others. 

For that reason we think the breeders and 
owners of Thoroughbred horses should meet and 
select men they would prefer on the Commission 
and seek to pledge the candidates for Governor 
to appoint from their selections. 


DISSENTIENTS. 


NFREQUENTLY there comes upon the Turf 

a man of such heat of mind (or shall we say 
temperament?) as to make him a dissentient on 
some grave occasion. Joseph Leiter, judging 
from what followed the disqualification of his 
filly, Princess Camelia, at Arlington Park June 
30, is one such—the kind of man who by many 
the most of those who a-racing go would be 
called ‘‘a poor sport,” or ‘a sore loser.” 


It stands to reason that the Arlington stewards 
would not have disqualified Princess Camelia had 
not they deemed that action necessary because of 
violation of the rules of racing. Mr. Leiter had 
a right to inquire of the stewards the nature of 
the offense and the time and place of its occur- 
rence. He had a right, too, to express his con- 
trary views. That is accorded him under the 
Bill of Rights to citizens of these United States 
of America. It is the right of free speech. 


But there is nothing that gives him a right 
to become denunciatory and to use violent 
language, as the stewards say he did. The stew- 
ards very promptly and correctly exercised the 
rule of the Turf which authorizes them to impose 
a fine, up to $250 in such cases, and to take such 
other action “as they think just and conformable 
to the usage of the Turf.” 

Mr. Leiter is quoted by the stewards as having 
said he would never race another horse over the 
Arlington course, and, by their ruling, he never 


will until he has paid the fine and made an 
apology to the stewards. 

Men of Mr. Leiter’s stamp have before this 
gone to the courts in attempts to override the 
rulings of racing stewards, and they have come 
away sadder and wiser. 

When one plays the game, one should play it 
by the rules. The rules of racing call for 
stewards to observe the running and to see that 
it is fair. The rules set down penalties for un- 
fairness and the stewards would be derelict and 
unworthy the trust imposed in them did they 
not impartially enforce the rules. 

True sportsmen accept at all times the decision 
of the judges and the rulings of the stewards. 
We hope Mr. Leiter will prove himself the “good 
sport” and reinstate himself at Arlington Park 
in the way the stewards have prescribed. 


SWYNFORD’S SONS. 
E surely “pulled a boner,” as the saying 
goes, when we omitted *Under Fire from 
the list of Swynford’s sons in the United States 
(see TIiE BLOOD-HORSE for the week ending June 
20, page 953), and never even mentioned him. 
It remained for Clem McCarthy to catch the 
omission and call our attention to it. Thanks, 
Clem, and please accept our appreciation for the 
eagle eyesight you possess and your alertness 
always to assist. 


*Under Fire was the first of the sons of Swyn- 
ford to come to America. He was foaled in 
1916 at the Sledmere Stud, and was one of the 
17 yearlings purchased in 1917 by W. R. Coe, 
through the late W. H. Rowe, Registrar of The 
Jockey Club, from the late Sir Mark Sykes. 
*Under Fire, the last of several good horses 
owned and trained by Pat Dunne, raced at two, 
three and four years old, with 14 wins, 11 sec- 
onds, eight thirds, and earnings of $19,752. He 
won the Lexington Cup and several minor stakes 
events, and was third in the Kentucky Derby. 
*Under Fire’s first runners appeared on the Turf 
in 1923, but that year he had no winners. His 
record, including first, second and third monies, 
to the end of 1930, reads as follows:

Thus he had an average of a fraction more 
than 27 winners each season for the last seven 
seasons. The totals given above, added to the 
36 races and $62,590 won by the get of *St. Ger- 
mans, *Swinburne and *Swift and Sure, make 
a grand total of 584 races and $655,584. 
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ODDS AND ENDS

N my ramblings about Kentucky this year I 
have noticed that there is an uncommonly 
large number of crooked limbed, deformed foals. 
I was discussing this with a young breeder who 
has a couple of contorted youngsters on his place 
and he laid the mischief to excess fleshiness of 
the mares. Another thing I have noticed is that 
mares and their foals are being kept up at many 
farms much longer than usual. At farms where 
there is insufficient shade it is only humane to 
bring them into the circles during the torrid part 
of these exceptionally hot, fly-filled days. At 
the same time it occurs to me that the early 
morning and later afternoon sun would do no 
harm generally, probably a great deal of good, 
also that the beefiness of the mares and conse- 
quent misshapen foals may in a measure be the 
result of keeping the mares up too long. You 
can’t beat nature. 
* * * 
PRINTERS at Aqueduct are vieing for the 
proprietorship of the six and one-half fur- 
longs mark. Twice in five days the record for 
that course was lowered. On June 25, the 4- 
year-old Wacket, carrying 113 pounds, clipped 
the old mark slightly by running the distance in 
1:19 3-5. On June 29, Solace, the Seagram Sta- 
ble’s fleet 6-year-old son of Trojan (sire of the 
fast sprinter Cayuga), under 118 pounds, low- 
ered Wacket’s time by two-fifths of a second. 
And two-fifths of a second, inconsequental as it 
may seem, is some little space when horses are 
running in record time. 
* * * 
ID you notice that Owner-Trainer Jake Low- 
enstein’s Doris Jean easily defeated Martha 
Jones and other good mares at Washington Park? 
Also that Betty Derr has turned in some fair 
efforts? Doris Jean may be all the timekeepers 
claim for her after all. At that, it doesn’t ap- 
pear that she would have to be any great shakes 
to be superior to the present season’s crop of 3- 
year-old fillies. 
* * 
RS. J. D. HERTZ, who saw her redoubtable 
pair, Anita Peabody and Reigh Count, fin- 
ish first and second respectively in the Belmont 
Futurity several years ago, has a husky candi- 
date to that rich event this season in Pairbypair, 
a chestnut son of Noah—Frizeur, by *Sweeper, 
that she purchased out of the Himyar Stud con- 
signment to the Saratoga yearling sales last Au- 
gust for $5,100. Pairbypair defeated practically 
every juvenile colt of prominence in the country 
in winning the Hyde Park at Arlington Park re- 
cently. He is a nominee to the Pimlico and 
Breeders’ Futurities and the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes as well as the Westchester Racing 
Association’s $100,000 event. He is a well bred 
colt, bred along Whitney lines. His sire was one 
of the fastest sons of Peter Pan, a high-class 
sprinter, and his dam is a daughter of one of 
Broomstick’s best sons. Frizeur is out of Fri- 
zette, by Hamburg. There you have the Domino- 
Ben Brush-Hanover crosses close up. The writer 
has a perfect recollection of Pairbypair as he 
saw him at Himyar last summer, shortly before 
he and the remainder of the yearlings at the 
Chinn farm were shipped to Saratoga to be sold. 
He was one of the tops of the lot, a fine, big, 
bright chestnut with a wide blaze. In his Hyde 
Park Stakes victory, he defeated Osculator and 
Proteus, generally conceded to be the best juve- 


nile colts in the East and West respectively. 
However, both these youngsters had a valid ex- 
cuse. Proteus, unfortunately, was cut down, 
which will eliminate him from the running for 
some time. Osculator, son of Pompey, was 
knocked to his knees at the start and otherwise 
impeded. The Bull, which finished second, a 
neck behind the winner, ran a very creditable 
race. This chestnut son of Mad Hatter—tTraffic, 
by Broomstick, apparently is first-class. He is 
another refutation of the theory that first foals 
are of little worth. His dam is own sister to 
Transmute. 
* * 

ERHAPS the nearest approach to a chestnut 

pure dominant is the sire Brilliant, which well 
turned young son of Broomstick and Man 0’ 
War’s sister, Masda, holds court at Tollie Young’s 
Creekview Farm, near Paris, Ky. I have seen a 


number of the get of this horse and with but one _ 


exception they were, like their sire, golden chest- 
nut with a large star as their only marking. It 
is amazing. Brilliant’s dam is one of the hand- 
somest mares at the large Whitney Farm, or any- 
where alse for that matter. She is a typical 
Fair Play, almost a carbon-copy of Man o’ War. 
Masda, so the clockers aver, could run a quar- 
ter in less than 22 seconds. She is 16, older than 
Man o’ War. The first of her produce, Dazzler, 
came along in 1921 and her foals since then are 
Brilliant, Beaming, The Tartar, High Sign, a 
chestnut filly by Wildair foaled in 1927 that died, 
and her foal of this season. High Sign, a filly 
by *Chicle, was killed. Her only living daughter, 
unless her foal of last spring is a filly, is Beam- 
ing, dam of Streakolite and the 2-year-old Dickey 
Bird. Masda is an exquisite type of broodmare 
and I shall not be surprised if some day we will 
remark of the breeding of some champion, “Why, 
his third dam is Masda, sister to Man o’ War.” 
* * * 


ROOKLYN HANDICAP, 1922, one and one- 

eighth miles, 3-year-olds and up. Extermi- 
nator (7), 135, first; Grey Lag (4), 126, second; 
Polly Ann (4), 103, third. Time 1:50. 
Value, $7,600! Performances like this of Exter- 
minator’s are the kind that speli true greatness. 
When a racer wins a Kentucky Derby at three 
and turns in such an effort at seven, racing as 
“Old Bones” did in the interim, then it is time 
to call them “great.’’ A horse can be great with- 
out racing until he grows whiskers, he can be a 
great 2-year-old, great 3-year-old, etc., but one 
should qualify his claims by adding 2-year-old, 
or 38-year-old, whichever the case may be in 
order that the reader will not confuse the sub- 
ject with such pure, unalloyed great ones as 
were Grey Lag, Exterminator, Old Rosebud, and 
their fellows. A great horse, and a great horse 
at a certain age, are two widely different species 
of Thoroughbred. Let’s be more accurate. 

* * * 


NE becomes dizzy estimating the amount a 

filly of the calibre of Regret could win in 
competition with such 3-year-old fillies as are 
winning Oaks races these days. Regret’s years 
were lean ones on the American Turf and her 
nine winning efforts, which included revivals of 
the Hopeful, Saratoga, Sanford Memorial, Ken- 
tucky Derby, Saranac Handicap, netted her but 
$30,450. Regret is an aged broodmare now, and 
not very highly-prized as a matron at that, even 
if money will not buy her. The writer saw this 
famous piece of horseflesh just the other day 
and while she has the general conformation of 
the broodmare, she doesn’t look her 19 years and 
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there still is that something about her that tells — 
the veriest tyro here is no ordinary horse. She a 


seems in good physical condition, her coat of 
spun gold has a very bright sheen even in the 
shadows of her box. She was never a big mare, 
in the sense that Rose of Sharon was large (I 
judged her to be a bit over 15 hands) but those 
straight hind legs, prodigious shoulder and fore- 
arm muscles, short, heavy cannons, and her sym- 
metrical conformation are things that would in- 
dicate to any good horseman who didn’t recog- 
nize her that here is a mare that could do things. 
* * * 
EE where my old favorite, Equipoise, is being 
sent to Brookdale Farm, near Red Bank, N. 
J., that the supreme mender, Mother Nature, may 
lend her valuable assistance toward patching the 
son of Pennant. It will be unusual if Equipoise 
returns to the tracks to run any such races as he 
did last year. If any further extraordinary per- 
formances are coming from Equipoise it very 
probably will be as a sire. 


THE COVER 


HE picture on the first page of this issue is 

of the yearling chestnut colt by Stimulus out 
of Risky, by Diadumenos out of *Venturesome 
II, by Sir Martin, next dam Ventura, by St. 
Amant, she out of Renaissance, by St. Serf, and 
the fifth dam Rinovata, by Wenlock, thence to 
the Burton Barb mare, taproot of the number 2 
family. This colt is an own brother to Risque, 
winner of the Lassie and Spinaway Stakes; sec- 
ond in Selima Stakes and Beldame Handicap, and 
holder of the Arlington Park track record for 
five furlongs in :59 2-5. He is also a half-brother 
to Risk, a 2-year-old member of the Leona Stock 
Farm string, for which John D. Hertz paid, last 
August at the Saratoga sales, $16,000. 

This colt is one of the choices in the Claiborne 
and Ellerslie Stud consignment to the Saratoga 
sales and is to be sold the evening of Friday, Au- 
gust 14. His dam, Risky, never raced. She is a 
young mare, foaled in 1924, and Risque was her 
first foal. Risky is own sister to *Diapason, win- 
ner of the Goodwood Cup, Newbury Autumn Cup, 
Alexander Handicaps, etc. 

Diadumenos, sire of Risky, won the Liverpool

It is worthwhile here, in as much as the dam 
of this colt is out of a daughter of Sir Martin, 
to mention the fact that the dams of Nimba

American Oaks, Metropolitan Handicap), Per- 
cussion (winner of the Latonia Cup), Her Grace, 
The Choctaw and Pennant Lass are daughters 
of Sir Martin, to say nothing of others. 

Ventura was a winner and also produced four 
winners. Her sire, St. Amant, won the Derby, 
Two Thousand Guineas and Jockey Club Stakes 
and is sire of *Chacolet, among many others. 
Renaissance won the Priory Stakes and was the 
dam of nine winners, including the celebrated 
Cos, a successful winner, dam of Costaki Pasha, 
Rustom Pasha, and grandam of *Dark Entry, 
winner of the Wheeling Golden Jubilee Purse. 
Rinovata was a good winner and splendid pro- 
ducer. This is the family of Teddy, Gainsbor- 
ough, *Rosedrop, Peter Pan, *Sweeper, The Te- 
trarch, Prunus and many others.

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MATE VS. THE FIELD. 


EFORE the news was heard of the possible 

defection of Twenty Grand, it was generally 
accepted that the third running of the Classic, 
set for July 18, would be a comparatively easy 
race for Mrs. Payne Whitney’s colt. Some few 
believed Mate would be able to give him a good 
battle. Now Mate, unless Twenty Grand re- 
covers and starts, will be accepted as a strong 
favorite for the race, but there are several can- 
didates which are conceded good chances against 
A. C. Bostwick’s good colt. The race may be 
considered fairly open by the time the field goes 
to the post, especially if some of the leading con- 
tenders show up favorably between now and then. 
The leading races of this week at Arlington Park 
are for fillies. The 2-year-old misses go to the 
post Wednesday in the Lassie Stakes, and the 
3-year-olds will start Saturday in the Arlington 
Oaks. Last week’s best events were the Hyde 
Park Stakes, won by Pairbypair, the first stakes 
of considerable size to fall to the stable of Mrs. 
John D. Hurtz this season, and the Stars and 
Stripes Handicap, which fell to Plucky Play. The 
Inaugural Handicap was won by Silverdale for 
the second year in succession. 


CLEANLINESS HELPS. 


Cleanliness promotes good will. The directors 
of the Arlington Park Jockey Club, during the 
first week of racing at the present meeting, re- 
ceived from a group of horsemen the following 
letter: 

“Gentlemen: 

“We, the undersigned horsemen, take this op- 
portunity to express to you gentlemen our ap- 
preciation for your consideration in our behalf by 
having your track, stables and living quarters 
for our help so clean and sanitary for both horses 
and human beings, that we feel as though we 
are not only welcome, but considered, and take 
this occasion to say that we will cooperate in 
every way with you in making the coming meet- 
ing the most successful ever held. There being 
no room for more signatures than you find ap- 
pended, we further state that this sentiment is 
unanimous.” 


SILVERDALE REPEATS IN INAUGURAL. 


Last year Silverdale was saddled by J. F. 
Schorr and won the first running of the Ar- 
lington Inaugural Handicap for E. B. McLean. 
This year, June 29, Silverdale carried the colors 
of Mr. Schorr himself and won the race ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, seven furlongs). 
Jockey Jimmy McCoy sent him to the front im- 
mediately after the start. He never relinquished 
the lead, coming home with an easy victory, 
three lengths ahead of C. E. Davison’s No More 
(108). Silverdale was coupled in the pari- 
mutuel betting field with No More, Panchio, 
Sunny Lassie, Martis, Siskin and Pansy Walker, 
a collection of so much class that the field was 
made favorite. Last year two field horses fin- 
ished second and third behind Silverdale. Silver- 
dale’s weight was 111, three pounds more than 
he carried last year. Three lengths behind No 
More, W. C. and E. W. Reichert’s My Dandy 
(115) and the Bill Bee Stable’s Satin Spar (107) 
finished a head apart in a struggle for third 
place, My Dandy winning the decision. The 
race, despite the fact that 17 started, appeared 
to be truly run, though Tannery (115) and Epi- 


thet (113) were in close quarters early in the 
race and never showed much speed. The also 
rans, after Satin Spar, were Panchio (105), Sun-

ANOTHER ACCIDENT AT BAINBRIDGE. 

Accidents are too frequent at Bainbridge. The 
latest victim of a spill at the Geauga Lake course 
is Jockey Charles Watters, brother of Eddie 
Watters, who was almost killed at Belmont Park 
on the occasion of the first tryout of the Aus- 
tralian three-strand barrier in America. C. Wat- 
ters’ mount, High Span, fell as the field neared 
the far turn in a race on Friday, July 3.

He will not be able to ride 
soon.

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TWENTY GRAND WRENCHES BACK. 
WO days after he had won the Dwyer Stakes, 
one of the Fourth of July features at Aque- 
duct, Twenty Grand was announced by his 
trainer, James Rowe, as having suffered a 
wrenched back during the race. Recovery of the 
Greentree Stable’s star, the trainer said, should 
be rapid, but there is a chance he may not be 
ready for the Classic Stakes, to be run July 18 at 
Arlington Park, which- was to have been his 
next objective. The affected part is a lumbar 
muscle on the right side. The injury was not 
noticed until Twenty Grand was being cooled 
out. He had won the race with apparent ease, 
though by a margin of only two lengths. The 
soreness which developed later was enough to 
make Mr. Rowe declare that the colt would be 
thrown out of training for a week and possibly 
for the entire year, depending upon the rapidity 
of recovery. Satisfactory progress has been 
shown so far, the trainer reported, but the cham- 
pion’s participation in the Classic is still in doubt. 
Besides the Dwyer, the Tremont Stakes, won 
by Economic, and the Glendale Steeplechase 
Handicap, won by *Chenango, were on the Inde- 
pendence Day program at Aqueduct. Earlier in 
the week the Carter Handicap had fallen to 
Flying Heels for the second time. Vander Pool 
made his first start of the year and won his 
twelfth victory on Tuesday, June 30, and on the 
following Monday he ran his string of consecu- 
tive victories to 13, winning the latter race at 
the expense of Flying Heels, which was an odds- 
on favorite to beat him. The Aqueduct meeting 
ends Friday of this week, and the races move to 
Empire City the following day. 


FAST WORKOUT, SLOW RACE. 


On the morning of Wednesday, July 1, the 
Greentree Stable’s Twenty Grand worked a mile 
and a quarter in the following remarkable set 
of fractions: half in :47, six furlongs in 1:12 2-5, 
mile in 1:36 1-5, mile and a quarter in 2:02 2-5. 
He finished full of run. (Last year Gallant Fox 
had a mile in 1:36 as part of his preparation for 
the Belmont Stakes.) Saturday, July 4, Twenty 
Grand made his fifth start of the year, in the 
fourteenth running of the Dwyer Stakes ($12,000 
added, 3-year-olds, one and one-half miles). Only 
the Wheatley Stable’s Blenheim (112) and E. R. 
Bradley’s Barometer (110) were sent out against 
the champion. One other name, that of Man- 
chonock, had been placed in the entries, but was 
scratched out. Blenheim was an added starter. 
Twenty Grand, with 126 pounds up, closed at 
1 to 50 in the wagering, though some of the 
layers had had the temerity to offer 1 to 30 earlier 
in the proceedings. In the race C. Kurtsinger 
never let Twenty Grand have his head. Blenheim 
set the pace as “Father Bill’’ Kelsay hugged the 
rail with him. With three-sixteenths to go, Kurt- 
singer let Twenty Grand begin to move up. The 
Greentree colt took the lead without any diffi- 
culty and galloped home with a two-length lead 
over Blenheim, without being in the least ex- 
tended. The time was quite slow, :25, :51 2-5, 
1:16, 1:42, 2:08, 2:34 2-5, track fast. Barometer 
was four lengths behind Blenheim at the end. The 
next day Twenty Grand was to be shipped to 
Arlington Park, Chicago, to be prepared for his 
next effort, which was to be the third running of 


the Classic Stakes. Instead he remained in 
his stall to recover from a wrenched back which 
may keep him away from the races for weeks.

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO SHOSHONE STUD. 


T is a coincidence,” wrote William Robert- 

son Coe last month to Col. Phil T. Chinn, 
manager of the Shoshone Stud, “that of the 
seven races I have won since the commence- 
ment of Belmont, five of them have either been 
by the get of Pompey or his full sister.” 

That is to say, Cleopatra, which in her day 
was the bulwark of Mr. Coe’s racing stable, is 
now the cornerstone of his Shoshone Stud. As 
the dam of Pompey, she is the grandam of Os- 
culator and Polonaise, and she is also the dam 
of Laughing Queen, an own sister to Pompey 
which has already shown high speed in her East- 
ern efforts. Osculator is the leading money- 
winning 2-year-old of the season. 

But while Cleopatra, daughter of Corcyra and 
*Gallice, imported in utero by Arthur B. Han- 
cock, stands out like the Empire State building 
in the Shoshone skyline, she is by no means the 
whole city. There is a great band of mares at 
the 1,000-acre place, which lies in the southwest 
corner of the Newtown and Iron Works pikes, 
about six miles from the middle of Lexington. 
There is a crop of yearlings which Charles T. 
Patterson, farm manager, declares to be the best 
he has ever handled. There is a crop of foals 
which J. B. Martin, in charge of the mares and 
foals, declares to be even better than the year- 
lings. 

The Estes went to visit Shoshone on a swel- 
tering afternoon in late June. A month earlier 
he had been with Mr. Coe, Colonel Chinn and Mr. 
Patterson when they went the rounds of the 
farm and looked over the yearlings. So on this 
occasion he spent most of his time at the two 
big broodmare barns, topping a hill about half a 
mile back from the entrance to the farm. Mr. 
Martin and Mr. Patterson acted as guides, and 
the party was joined later by Colonel Chinn and 
Joe Houston, neighbor breeder. 


HEALTH AND CLASS 


First, a few generalizations. *Polymelian and 
Friar Rock crosses are frequent among the 
mares, but the pedigrees show a healthy diver- 
sity of blood. The mares are all in good flesh, 
with sleek coats and other indications of health. 
The foals are a fine, straight lot. The Pompeys 
are made in the image of their sire, lean, clean 
and on the leg. For conformation Pompey is 
very much of a dominant. The Hustle Ons, the 
first crop by a stallion which Mr. Coe bought 
for $70,000 as a yearling only to have him re- 
tire without making a start, because of an in- 
jury, are not particularly like their sire, which, 
as the accompanying picture will show, is a 
deep-bodied, short-coupled sort, with solid-look- 
ing legs and no great amount of daylight under 
him. Hustle On seems to be breeding the type 
of his sire, the unbeaten Hurry On, rather than 
stamping his get with his own conformation. 
His foals at Shoshone are longer and leggier and 
have finer heads than their sire. The foals by 
*Polymelian were all cast in one mold. Already 
they are filled out with a precocious semblance 
of maturity. Several of them have well nigh 
‘perfect conformation. They are good to look at, 
and if there is any one thing that strikes the 
observer more than another, it is the remarkable 
development of the quarters, which appear to 
be fairly bursting with speed. Usually they end 
with speeding. 


HUSTLE ON 


The foals we need not mention in detail, ex- 
cept for a few of those which appear the best 
ones, as of the present, admitting that two years 
from now they are as likely as not to be among 
the worst. 

Giggles, by *Polymelian, has a light-legged bay 
filly by Pompey which is one of the handsomest. 
Ohone, another *Polymelian mare, which Mr. 
Martin reported as having lost a beautiful year- 
ling this year, has a Pompey filly which has more 
body than any of the other Pompey foals. She is 
sizable, straight and solid. Mr. Martin picks her 
as the best of the crop. Masked Dancer’s Pom- 
jpey filly is more like her sire than anything 
else of the crop. She is a sister to Masked 
Knight, the beautifully developed 2-year-old 
which Mr. Patterson shipped two weeks ago to 
New York and whose picture was published in 
last week’s issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. Blood 
Royal, Lunar Bow, Oonagh and Cowslip have 
their first foals at side, all by Pompey, and the 
foals are good ones, the notion against first- 
lings notwithstanding. Blood Royal’s foal is a 
filly, the other three are colts. 

THE DAM OF POMPEIUS 


Elvina, a daughter of Polymelian, is just back 
from the Leona Farm of Mr. and Mrs. John D. 
Hertz, Cary, Ill., after having been bred to Reigh 
Count. She has a good bay filly by Pompey. 
The foal’s own brother, Pompeius, now in New 
York, is believed by Mr. Coe to be several pounds 
better than Osculator and is being reserved for 
Saratoga racing. 

Some More, the dam of Osculator, has a bay 
filly which Mr. Martin said was her best foal. 
Osculator, he said, was a good colt, but plain 
about the head. The filly has a lot of quality, is 
well developed behind and has especially good 
shoulders and head. 

Jezebel, by Friar Rock, a grey granddaughter 
of old *Herodias, has a well knit chestnut filly 
by Pompey. Polyglot, by *Over There, has a 
bay colt which Mr. Martin says is one of the 
tops; the colt is another showing remarkable re- 
semblance to his sire. Maibird, half-sister to 
Caruso, has a chestnut colt by Pompey with four 
white stockings and a lot of quality. 

“There’s a mare,” said Mr. Patterson, as he 
slid back the door of the stall occupied by 
Chrysos, by *Polymelian, “that’s going to have 
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POMPEY 


a Derby winner some time. She may be carry- 
ing one now. She was bred to Bubbling Over 
this year.” 

The mare’s foal is a chestnut filly by Pompey, 
a white-faced young lady which looked and felt 
“hard as nails.” 

“She gets-that way,” explained Mr. Patterson, 
“from keeping up with her dam in the pasture. 
The mare runs so hard we have to put shoes on 
her to keep her from spreading her feet.” 

Now we come to the Hustle On progeny. The 
first foal by him came March 16. It is a bay 
colt out of Ratification, by *Polymelian. He is 
big, plain-headed, short in the back and long in 
the belly, a good sort. Wigwam, dam of Igloo, 
has a filly with as pretty a hind leg as ever 
you'll find. Stone Image, a Friar Rock mare 
which Mr. Martin says is ‘‘just like *Fairy Gold,” 
has a Hustle On filly, but one would almost lay 
odds, if he did not know the youngster’s breed- 
ing, that she is a daughter of Pompey. On the 
other hand, *Sun Maiden’s filly by Hustle On is 
more like her sire than anything else on the 
place. 


NOTES ON CLEOPATRA 


The best of the crop of *Polymelian are chest- 
nut fillies out of Many Smiles, Egret, Fiancee 
and Tullia, a bay filly out of Dugout, a chestnut 
colt out of St. Rita, and a bay colt out of Moun- 
tain Lassie. St. Rita’s second dam is *Auntie 
Mum, the dam of Spur. If one had to name the 
one best among: these, it would be St. Rita’s colt. 
They are a smooth lot, carrying in their make- 
up all the evidences of speed. 

*Herodias, grand old matron, has an excep- 
tionally smooth filly by Black Toney. Just now 
the filly is very dark, like all the get of the 
Bradley stallion, but she is beginning to be 
flecked with grey hairs, and it looks as if Black 
Toney is about to have a grey foal registered. 

Last we come to Cleopatra. The Estes won a 
“jackpot” on her when she won the Latonia 
Championship in 1920. A few days afterwards 
“Exile” (Dr. M. M. Leach) described her in Daily 
Racing Form as “built somewhat on the grey- 
hound type and not a particularly handsome in- 
dividual.” Since her retirement to the breeding 
paddock she has necessarily lost her greyhound 
conformation, but it may be seen today in her 
son Pompey, which, even at stud service, has not 


lost it, and the same sort of build is the dis- 
tinguishing mark of Pompey’s get. The rest of 
Dr. Leach’s description is belied by the present 
appearance of the mare. She is now a particu- 
larly handsome individual, a golden chestnut with 
a dappled coat that gleams and almost glitters 
in the sunlight, tall, well proportioned, animated, 
a jealous mother, and almost regal in manner. 


Cleopatra has had a spotty stud career, but 
produced a high class 2-year-old and a good sire 
in Pompey. Her foal of this year is a chestnut 
colt by Hustle On. It is a son of its mammy 
more than of its daddy. Rangy and leggy, it is 
promising enough. Cleopatra this year visited 
Pennant. Her yearling, a filly which is by *Sun 
Briar, and therefore a sister to Pompey, is one 
of the handsomest of the 1930 crop. 


The only stallions which hold court at Sho- 


- shone are Pompey and Hustle On. Mr. Coe owns 


two other stallions at service. *Polymelian, 
which formerly stood at Shoshone, has been tras- 
ferred to Himyar Stud under an arrangement 
with Colonel Chinn. Sweep On is under lease to 
Roy H. Farmer and stands at his Glen Crest 
Farm in Woodford County. 

The yearlings number 36. Some of them will 
be for sale at Saratoga in August. The others 
will be sent to Belmont Park to be broken. There 
is among them a bay or brown filly by Pompey 
out of the good mare Black Maria which would 
make an eyeful for any horseman. The year- 
lings will: make a later story. 

So much for the horses, though it is not 
enough. The farm to which Mr. Coe came when 
he decided to give up his attempt to raise Thor- 
oughbreds at his expensively and beautifully 
equipped ranch—the old Buffalo Bill ranch—in 
Wyoming, is a tract of a little less than 1,000 
acres. It is made up of land formerly owned by 
J. S. Barbee, A. D. Coyle, William Lewis and O. 
D. Randolph. Stone fences guard its outer 
boundaries and whitewashed plank fences sepa- 
rate it into paddocks. Wide paved roadways lead 
to the main barns and houses. 


EQUIPMENT 


The stables are models of construction and 
sanitation. The stallions, far removed from the 
mares and other stock, occupy a sumptuous hill- 
top structure in which wide hallways cross in 
the center to leave two large, airy stalls in each 
corner. The stalls, boxed up solidly in the lower 
part, are continued upward by vertical iron bars 
through which the horses may see one another. 
Each stall is about 20x20 feet. 

Two pictures show the types of barns con- 
structed for mares and foals and for yearlings. 
The mare barns have a hallway running longi- 
tudinally, all stalls opening into the hall. In the 
yearling barns the stalls are back to back and 
the doors open on the outside. Stalls for mares 
and foals are about 14x16, those for yearlings 
about 12x14. 

Two immense “sheds” are on the place, largely 
for the use of barren mares. They are larger 
than the ordinary stables, yet have no stalls. 
They are usually kept supplied with hay and 
may be used by the horses to provide a shed 
against the raw weather of winter or the cooked 
weather of summer. The doors remain open 
and horses may enter or leave as they please. 

Two electric pumps send water over the place 
from two wells, about 200 feet apart, whose 
supply did not fail last year during the long 
drought, despite the fact that an one time they 
were obliged to supply water for 150 head of 
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horses and about the same number of steers. 
There are no cattle on the farm this year. 

The farm has also one of the best equipped 
“hospitals” in the Blue Grass. A battery of 
three ultra-violet ray lights is in one room, and 
in an adjoining room is a set of stocks in which 
horses, especially the broodmares, may be har- 
nessed for operations. 

We append here a list of the horses on the 
place, except for the yearlings, which will be 
handled later.

JOSEPH LEITER IS FINED. 

Christopher J. Fitz Gerald, George Brown and 
Arthur B. Hancock, the first named two stipend- 
ary stewards and the latter an honorary steward 
at Arlington Park, in the afternoon of July 1, 
gave to the press the following statement: 

“At the request of Mr. Joseph Leiter the stew- 
ards met him in the office of secretary Joseph 
McLennan after the third race today. 

“Mr. Leiter was accompanied by his trainer, 
N. K. Beal, and Jockey Landolt, who rode his 
filly, Princess Camelia, when she was disquali- 
fied in the third race of June 30. 

“Mr. Leiter wanted to know why his filly had 
been disqualified. The facts were detailed 
courteously. Mr. Leiter thereupon denounced the 
action of the stewards and said that he would 
never race another horse over the Arlington 
course. He further said that he had the testi- 
mony of two competent men that his filly had 
bothered no other horse. On request, Mr. Leiter 
refused to give the names of these persons. 

“Becoming more violent in his language, he 
stated that the action of the authorities con- 
stituted an outrage not only to him but to his 
jockey. 

“Mr. Leiter was fined $250, and no further 
entries will be received from him pending the 
payment of this fine and until an apology is 
made to the stewards.” 


O’Neil Sevier quotes Skeets Garner’s appraisal 
of Otto Lehmann’s Orphan Prince: “Looks just 
like Celt, low in front, deep through the heart, 
big-barreled, plenty of length underneath, and 
short-legged.”

ESSRS. ROBERT J. GOFF & CO., whose ad- 
vertisement appears on page 55 in this issue 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE, the past week sent to 
patrons in America who had made prelimianry 
requests, copies of the catalogues for their 
forty-fifth annual sale, which is to begin at 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, Ireland, Monday, August 3, 
with the dispersal of the stud of the late Albert 
(not Robert, as we previously had it) Lowry and 
some 39 or 40 yearlings from various other studs. 
The catalogues are, as usual, excellently pre- 
sented. A new feature is a list of the dams 
of the yearlings indexed alphabetically in the 
front pages of the catalogue, just as the sires of 
the different lots were indexed in previous cata- 
logues. This new feature helps intending pur- 
chasers to put their fingers on the dam of any 
lot right away without wading through the whole 
catalogue in search of same. Racing perform- 
ances and breeding records are included. 


In the Lowry dispersal of some 50 head are 24 
choicely bred young mares, mostly with foal at 
foot. Eight of these matrons claim the highly 
successful winner-producer, Tredennis, as their 
sire. Tredennis, son of Kendal out of St. Mar- 
guerite, by Hermit, the sire of winners of 48314 
races in England and Ireland, value, $741,995, 
to the end of 1930, including Bachelor’s Double 
(sire of winners of $770,000, and of the dams of 
Call Boy, Comedy King, Pillion, Reflector, Fourth 
Hand and many other winners), Wet Kiss (dam 
of Coronach), Golden Myth (sire of winners of 
over $90,000), Soldennis (sire of winners of over 
$80,000), of Hornet’s Beauty, Crowdennis, Pons 
Asinorum, Bachelor’s Hope, Hidennis and many 
other high class winners. Tredennis mares have 
bred Coronach (winner of the Derby, St. Leger 
and Eclipse Stakes, and $241,125), Star of Egypt 
(winner of the Irish One Thousand Guineas), 
West Wicklow (winner of the Cesarewitch), 
Guards Parade, Medarlin, Caledon, Cordobo, Sar- 
grail, Wild Mint and many other good winners. 
Other well bred, successful producing mares in 
this sale are daughters of such outstanding sires 
as Polymelus, his classic winning son, Pommern, 
by the Derby winner, St. Amant, by Black 
Gauntlet, Silvern, Golden Sun and Count Schom- 
berg. The last named horse sired *Contessina, 
dam of Reigh Count. One lot is Chanor, dam 
of winners, a half-sister to The Panther, winner 
of the Two Thousand Guineas, by Count Schom- 
berg out of Countess Zia, by Gallinule. 


Twelve yearlings (seven fillies and five colts) 
from the Lowry Stud will come under the ham- 
mer, including three fillies by Speedy Defiance; .

FOREIGN 


BARNEVELDT AGAIN VICTORIOUS. 
ONFIRMING his victory of the previous 
Sunday, in the Grand Prix at Longchamps, 
Count Olivier de Rivaud’s Barneveldt won the 
Prix du President de la Republique last Sunday, 
July 5, at St. Cloud. It was the last of big events 
of the Parisian racing season, the distance 
being 2,506 metres, and the value $16,000. Marcel 
Boussac’s Tourbillon, winner of the French 
Derby, and third in the Grand Prix, was second 
on this occasion. Simon Guthman’s Roi de Trefle, 
by Monarch, was third. Count de Rivaud paid 
$15,000 for Barneveldt (see pedigree in THE 
BLoop-HORSE, week ending July 4, page 18) and 
sent the son of The Winter King—-Black Domino 
to Trainer d’Okhuysen, who has done extra- 
ordinarily well with him, even though he failed 
in the French Derby. 
RIOT WINS JULY STAKES. 

The July Stakes, $11,000, 2-year-olds, 5 fur- 
longs and 140 yards, decided at Newmarket June 
30, had six runners and was won by J. A. Dewar’s 
Riot (half-sister to The Recorder), by Colorado 
out of Lady Juror. It was a three lengths victory 
over Padishaw, with Galvani third, beaten a head. 
Riot paid 7 to 1, while Padishaw was favorite 
at 11 to 8 and Galvani was 3 to 1. This is one 
of the year’s really important events for juveniles, 
and it usually furnishes a line on the better 3- 
year-olds of the succeeding year. 


VICTORY FOR MRS. BEATTY. 

Mrs. Chester Beatty (American) has in Great 
Scot, her Grand National entry, a horse partial 
to the Rowley Mile at Newmarket. He won the 
Brinkley Welter Handicap over that course on 
May 1, and on July 2 won the Royston Handicap 
over the same course from Edouard Esmond’s 
Woodchuck, which was third in the Brinkley. 
A. K. Macomber’s Swiss Miss was third in the 
Royston. Great Scot’s odds were 7 to 1. Great 
Scot is a 5-year-old chestnut horse by Grand 
Parade—Dalkeith. 


DEAD HEAT REPEATED. 

The Persian Stakes, for Arab horses, run May

DEATH OF DIADEM. 


Diadem, a brilliant daughter of Orby, out of 
Donnetta, by Donovan, bred in Ireland by Lord 
d’Abernon and foaled in 1914, the first year of 
the World War, died recently in England. She 
was the property of Mrs. M. A. Gemmell, who 
paid a big price for her to her breeder after she 
had been retired. Diadem won 24 of her 39 
racs, her victories including the One Thousand 
Guineas, the Rous Memorial Stakes and the 
King’s Stand Stakes. She was a favorite mount 
of Steve Donoghue. 


"TWAS A THRILLER. 


The Princess of Wales Stakes, $13,000, one mile 
and a half, at Newmarket, England, July 2, called 
out seven runners and resulted in a dead heat 
between W. M. Cazalet’s Shell Transport (Pom- 
mern—Scriburna) and John A. Dewar’s The 
Recorder (Captain Cuttle—Lady Juror), with 
the Aga Khan’s Pomme d’Api (Zionist—-Pomare) 
third, only a head away.

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WESTERN 
AGUA CALIENTE READY. 


AMES N. CROFTON and his assistants in the 

conduct of race meetings under auspices of 
the Agua Caliente Jockey Club last week opened 
the summer meeting at the Lower California 
plant to continue 57 days. The publicity de- 
partment reports that there is no shortage of 
horses and that there are plenty of the better 
class to fill the handicaps. Some 300 horses have 
been at Agua Caliente or at the ranches on the 
United States side of the border since the close 
of the meeting last spring. Others have been 
at the meetings in Northern California, and still 
others have been shipped in from Bainbridge 
Park, Riverside Park, Chicago, and other points. 

A subscriber to THE BLOOD-HORSE, who is a 
resident of San Diego and who goes regularly 
to the races at Agua Caliente, writes as follows: 
“There is no fear that there will not be a suf- 
ficient number of horses to put on attractive 
programs, but the question is, where are they 
going to get the booters to guide them? True, 
most of the larger outfits hold contracts on lads 
of fair experience, but as the larger stables are 
in the minority at meetings of this kind you 
can readily see that the absence of good riding 
material is going to be the one obstacle they 
will have to contend with. 

“While the success of the meeting, at this 
writing, may be problematical, if the crowds that 
attended ‘Teatown’ (Tiajuana) on Decoration 
Day and the following is any criterion to go by, 
then there is no question about this. The papers 
stated it was conservatively estimated that the 
number passing through the border gate on the 
first day was 80,000 and the next 70,000, the cus- 
tom officials reporting the number of autos 
checked at something above 12,000. And this with 
no special attractions or ballyhooing to draw 
those huge crowds, outside of the daily regulation 
layout of ‘foaming suds’ and ‘galloping domi- 
noes’.”’

J. T. Williamson, representative of the Pacific 
Coast Steeplechase Association and expert on 
steeplechase course construction, called into con- 
sultation with officials of the Agua Caliente 
Jockey Club, reported that one of the best 
jumping courses in America could be built at 
the Lower California track. President James N. 
Crofton commissioned him to draw up plans for 
a course of about two miles, with 11 jumps, 
brush-topped, four feet six inches high, with a 
Liverpool, water jump, brook, bridge and a hill. 


RACING IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ULY 1, 1931, almost exactly a quarter-century 
eJ since the layers put away their sheets and 
slates and stopped taking bets at Rockingham 
Park, by order of State authorities, racing came 
back to the old track near Salem, N. H., and was 
greeted with a reception that amounted to an 
ovation. Twelve thousand persons cheered the 
field that went to the post for the first race. 
State officials were in the crowd, including Judge 
Louis Cox, of the State Supreme Court, a brother 
of the noted trotting horseman, Walter Cox. 
State Senator Benjamin Orr was also listed 
among those in attendance. 

The meeting, sponsored by the New Hampshire 
Breeding Association, of which William Gallagher 
is president and William V. Dwyer is one of the 
prinicpals, was to continue for 34 days. Purses 
of $800 were offered, split four ways, with fea- 
tures of greater value. Forty riders were on 
hand. Plenty of horses are available and races 
filled well. 

The first race on the first day was won by the 
Montalvo Stud’s My Cornwall Boy, whose mutuel 
price was $24 for $2 The Inaugural Handicap, 
a six furlongs feature, went to the Blue Star 
Stable’s Malolo, which beat Flag Bearer, *Pro- 
tractor and others. 

Betting was done in pari-mutuel machines. 
On the first two days there was no trouble. On 
the third day, betting was stopped by county 
authorities on a temporary injunction. Five 
deputy sheriffs purchased $2 mutuel tickets. 
Four got nothing back, the fifth received $15 for 
his wager. Saturday’s program was held before 
a big Independence Day crowd, but there was no 
betting. Monday the betless racing continued 
as the management sought to have the injunction 
vacated. Tuesday the association announced the 
meeting ended, after five days of racing. 


JOE M’LENNAN’S HANDICAP. 

For the Stars and Stripes Handicap, one mile 
and a furlong, run last Saturday at Arlington 
Park, Racing Secretary Joseph McLennan han- 
dicapped Twenty Grand, 3-years-old, at 129 
pounds, and Blue Larkspur, 5 years old, at 128. 
Twenty Grand was placed 13 pounds above the 
scale, Blue Larkspur two pounds above. No 
such official compliment has been paid to a 
83-year-old in a good many years.
